In the Regular Army within 20 
days from the date of your dis¬ 
charge If you wish to be re¬ 
appointed to your old rank. 

Up to now, the colonel pointed 
out, discharged men had three 
months’ time to make up their 
minds whether or not they wished 
to return. The new order just 
issued from Washington reduces 
this time to 20 days, and if a 
veteran re-enlists after that time, 
he will have to sign on as a pri¬ 
vate. If he enrolls within the 


20 -day period, he will be Imme¬ 
diately re-appolnted to his tem- 
morary grade. 

Col. Althouse revealed that men 
discharged from the Army since 
May have until November 21 only 
to re-enlist and regain their war¬ 
time rank. 

“We don’t want to spoil those 
well-earned vacations,” said the 
colonel.
